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Question

ideologies like the ideology of the Khawaarij especially with numerous modern means 
of distractions these days?” 



Answer 

Praise be to Allaah] This is a great question! Very great question! 

For the father is a shepherd and is responsible for his flock . 3 

And “There is none from the slaves whom Allaah has entrusted with the affairs of a 
people, (and) he dies while he was dishonest towards them, except that Allaah has 
forbidden the paradise for him ." 4 

So it is obligatory upon the guardian to strive and advice those under his responsibility. 
And from the greatest advice is to strive in their upbringing, a righteous upbringing and 
to keep them away from deviant ideologies, contrary to the Sunnah of the Messenger of 
Allah like the ideology of the Khawaarij which is spreading in this time of ours. 



3 It has been narrated on the authority of Ibn 'Umar that the Prophet said: Beware, for each one of you 
is a shepherd and each one is answerable with regard to his flock. The Caliph is a shepherd over the people 
and shall be questioned about his subjects (as to how he conducted their affairs). A man is a guardian over 
the members of his family and shall be questioned about them (as to how he looked after their physical and 
moral well-being). A woman is a guardian over the household of her husband and his children and shall be 
questioned about them (as to how she managed the household and brought up the children). A slave is a 
guardian over the property of his master and shall be questioned about it (as to how he safeguarded his 
trust). Beware, for each one of you is a guardian and each one of you shall be questioned with regard to his 
trust. rSaheeh Muslim. Book 33, Hadith 241 

4 Hasan reported: 'Ubaidullah bin Ziyad paid a visit to Ma'qil bin Yasar Muzani in his illness of which he (later 
on) died. (At this juncture) Ma'qil said: I am going to narrate to you a hadith which I have heard from the 
Messenger of Allah and which I would not have transmitted if I knew that I would survive. Verily I have 
heard the Messenger of Allah say: There is none amongst the bondsmen who was entrusted with the 
affairs of his subjects and he died in such a state that he was dishonest in his dealings with those over 
whom he ruled that the Paradise is not forbidden for him. rSaheeh Muslim, Book 1, Hadith 2701

And the Khawaarij, Oh! brothers, is a misguided sect which made its first appearance 
during the Prophet’s XshL time from a man who treated the Messenger in a manner 

opposing the manner in which the Sahaabah J j would treat him. 

And he was Dhu-l-Khuwaysirah who said to the Messenger “Act justly!” 5 

Then the Khawaarij appeared in the time of ‘Uthmaan <*■ j and the first of them 
to rebel were from the Land of Kinanah, from Egypt, and they incited against ‘Uthmaan

‘Uthmaan, who the angels were shy of, and the Messenger was shy of, 6 and the 
Messenger said about him, “There is no harm upon 'Uthmaan for whatever he does 
after this day” 7 



5 Narrated Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri: While the Prophet ;£,<& was distributing (war booty etc.) one day, Dhul 
Khawaysirah, a man from the tribe of Bani Tamim, said, "O Allah's Messenger ;£&! Act justly." The Prophet 
said, "Woe to you! Who else would act justly if I did not act justly?" 'Umar said (to the Prophet Xsfc), "Allow 
me to chop his neck off." The Prophet said, "No, for he has companions (who are apparently so pious that) if 
anyone of (you compares his prayer with) their prayer, he will consider his prayer inferior to theirs, and 
similarly his fasting inferior to theirs, but they will desert Islam (go out of religion) as an arrow goes through 
the victim's body (games etc.) in which case if its Nasi is examined nothing will be seen thereon, and if its 
Nady is examined, nothing will be seen thereon, and if its Qudhadh is examined, nothing will be seen 
thereon, for the arrow has gone out too fast even for the excretions and blood to smear over it. Such people 
will come out at the time of difference among the (Muslim) people and the sign by which they will be 
recognized, will be a man whose one of the two hands will look like the breast of a woman or a lump of flesh 
moving loosely." Abu Sa'id added, "I testify that I heard that from the Prophet and also testify that I was 
with 'AM when 'AM fought against those people. The man described by the Prophet was searched for among 
the killed, and was found, and he was exactly as the Prophet ;£,<& had described him." [Saheeh al-Bukhari 6163, 
Book 78. Hadith 1891 

6 'Aisha reported: Allah's Messenger ;£,<& was lying in the bed in my apartment with his thigh uncovered and 
Abu Bakr sought permission to enter. It was given to him and he conversed in the same very state (the 
Prophet's thigh or shank uncovered). Then Umar sought permission for entering and it was given to him 
and he conversed in that very state. Then Uthman sought permission to enter; Allah's Messenger sat 
down and he set right his clothes. Muhammad (one of the narrators) said: I do not say that it happened on 
the same day. He (’Uthman) then entered and conversed and as he went out, 'Aisha said: Abu Bakr entered 
and you did not stir and did not observe much care (in arranging your clothes), then Umar entered and you 
did not stir and did not arrange your clothes, then Uthman entered and you got up and set your clothes 
right, so he ;£,<& said: Should I not show modesty to one whom even the Angels show modesty. fSaheeh 
Muslim. Book 44. Hadith 39 1 

7 Narrated ’Abdur-Rahman bin Samurah: that 'Uthman went to the Prophet with one thousand Dinar - 
Al-Hasan bin Waqi (one of the narrators) said: "And in another place in my book: 'In his garment when the 
'army of distress' was being prepared. So he poured them into his lap."' - 'Abdur-Rahman said: "So I saw the 
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
